I N the yeare 1567. Phillipthe Second , Xing of 
Spaine, haying ſent Olwvarss Ditke of Alva , to be 

Govyernour of the Seventeene Provinces , the 
Spaniſh Inquiſition, was then put in execution, 
Where amongſt others, Wwliam Conrien a Tay- 
lors Son at Menen in Flanders , was impriſoned, 
from whence he made his eſcape, and remained 
ſometime priyately abt Comrtrick,, haying 
c maried AMargriet Caſier from thence a Linnen- 

TS A SPEILENT weavers daughter, by whom he had one daugh- 

ter named Aargiret, that maried with ſartthias Bondaen , a Macklaers Son 

of Antwerpe : Theſe People having very tender conſciences , they rranſ- 

ported themſelyes , ſome for Holland, and others for England, with all 

the monies and credit they could make. 

William Conrten and MMargeret his wife being arived at London, in the yeare 
1568. they toke a ſmall houſe in Abchurch-laine , where both of them 
followed the trade of making French Hoods, that were much uſed in 
thoſe days, and ſold their worke to the ſhops, that retayled the ſame our 
againe, After ſome time expired , they toke a boule in Pudding-laine, in 
the Pariſh of St, Mary Hill , where they had two Sons, theeldeſt named 
William, who was borne inthe yeare 1572. ( yet within the memory of 
the living ) and the other named Peter, that was born in the yeare 158r.- 
who were both brought up to Schoole, to leatne to read, write, and caſt 
Accounts, 

William Corrtens the Sonne after his Fathers death, was ſent unto Mr. Perer 
Cromelincx , a Linnen Merchant at Harlem, (that had alſo fled out of Comrt- 
rick for Religion ) to be inſtruQed in Trafficque and Linnen ManifaQtures, 
where the ſaid IWlliam Courten became intimate with one of the deafe and. 
dumbe Daughters of Mr. Cromelmcx , and afterwards maried her ( with 
the conſent of her Father ) by whom he had a good fortune, and one 
Son named Peter, that died without Ifſye. And after the death of Mr. Perey 
A (rome- 
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(romeliicx Daughter, William Conrten being ſertled at London, be maried the 
Daughter of one Mr. Aoſes Tran , by whom he had ſeverall children, 

Peter Comrten the ſecond brother was ſent to Cologne in Germany, to be a 
Correſpondent there for his brother Wilzam and other friends, where he 
became familiar with the Widdow of Mr. Fromenos , who was the Daugh- 
ter of Monſieur Del Prato, and maried her , that had a Son and Daughter 
by her former Huſband , bur died without Iflue by Peter Cexrten , leaving 
her two children named Walter and Katharine Frome:nos , to his care and 
education, 

Matthias Boudaen had planted himſelf and his family at Rotterdam , where 
he became inſolvent, but was ſet up againe, by the affiſtance of his friends, 
and not long after died, leaving his Widdow Margret Conrien with two 
children a Son and a Daughter , named Peter and Anna Bondaen, The wid- 
dow then tranſported her ſelfe and her children for England, to ſeek better 
preferment, ; 

facob Pergens a Cologner borne , that was made a Free Denizon of 
England, at the inſtance of William Courier , he maried the ſaid Anna Bou- 
daen , who died without Iſſue, | 

Peter Boudaen the onely Son of Matthias was bred in England, and made 
alſo a Free Denizon , and afterwards maried K atharine Fromenois , the 
Daughter in Law of Peter Courten, that was ſetled in Middelburgh in Zeeland, 
but Walter Fromenois the Son maried a Sempſtris, and died without Iftue, 
leaving a great part of his Eſtate to his Widdow, ; 

On the 24. of April 1606, fohn Moncy of London Merchant, a Brabander 
borne , and a Schoole- maſters Son , being made likewiſe a Free Denizon 
of England , he contracted a mariage with the ſaid Aargret Bondae? , the 
Widdow of Marnhias, w bereupon IV ll.am Conrten , Peter Conrten , and fohn 
Aoncy entred into a Trade of Partnerſhip with a joynt Stock , whereof the 
half-part belonged to Willizm Conrten, and a-quarter-part to each of the 
other two, which Trade continued for 15. yeares together very proficable 
to all the Partners: then the Accounts thereof were liquidated , and all 
things ſetevyen and right, 

Now IWrliam Comurten, and Peter Corrten, being made Knights, they raiſed 
their credit and eſteem in the World, and allo continued their Trade in 
Partnerſhip during their lives ; but that Stock was chiefly managed by 
Sr. Peter Courten and fohn 7oncy , Sr. William Courten dealing as a Bankere in 
L7non , beſides upon bis own particular account, where he toke up what 
Monies he pleaſed ; purchaſed ſeverall Lordſhips , and Tenements. And 
tranſporied yaſt Sums of Money , in Gold, out of Enzland to Aiddelburgh, 

and 
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and other places to negotiate Bills of Exchange, whereupon he was que- 
ſtioned in the Star-Chamber, committed to the Priſon of the Fleet, and 
fined for the ſaid offence of exporting the Treaſure of Englard into for- 
raigne parts, apainſt the Law of the Land, as by the Records in the 
Crowne-Office appeares. 

Sr. Peter Comrten haying maried a ſccond wife named Elizabeth Hennich, he 
died without Ifſue in the yeare 1630. at Middellwgh , where he had built a 
oreat Houle in the North - ſtreer, bur left the Accounts of the Trade in 
Partnerſhip open , which had nor been liquidated within the ſpace of nine 
ycares bells his death, and made Peter Bowdaen his Heire and ſole Exe- 
cutor, giving only 1co Pound Rerling to Sr, William Conrten his Brother, 
and other {mall Legacies to his children, ( that were his Heires at Law, ) 
to exclude them from the Bſtate , which raiſed the firſt diflentions in thoſe 
Families, 

fohn Moncy died without Tſſuc in the yeare 1631. when he was at Peter 
Bonudaens Houle in Middelburgh , upon the view of all the Accounts, in , 
the generall Books of Trade, that were kept by Sr. Peter Conrten ; and by 
his pretended Will, gaye a great part of his Eſtate away in Legacies to the 
children of Sr, William Conrten and Peter Boxdaen , from his owne and only 
Siſters children, Heſter and Swſanna de Wyer, that be brought up as his 
owne , and made ſar;ret his wife, his Heire, by whome he had noe 
child. þ 

Sr, Wilim Conrten died in the yeare 1636, in the 64. yeart of his age, 
leaving one Son, and three Daughters, named W:lam , Heſter , Mary, 
and .41na , being all very much troubled concerning the Accounts lying 
open between Sr. 1Wuliam Conrten, Sr, Peter Comrten , and Fohn eMoncy, 
Wherein they eſteemed the greateſt part of their Fathers Eſtate to be in 
that Stock : Which raiſed many jealoufies in the Family of Sr. Wiliam 
Conrten , and more amongſt the Creditors , who had lent their own mo- 
nies, and the Portions of many Orphants, and Widdows, upon the credit 
of Sr, William Coxrten, and his Son and Heire , who Sr, Willam appointed 
the ſole Executor of his laſt Will and Teſtamenr, 

Itis to be remarqued , that Sr. William Comrten died indebted 146300 
Pound principall Sterling Money , borrowed at intreſt , —_ the Obli- 
gations of -himſelf and his Son, as by a Schedule of the debts appeares. 
And that for 1125250, Pound thereof, there remaines no EffeRts in England, 
or viſibly in any parts of the World , but what reſts either in the hands of 
the Sons and Daughters of the faid Peter Bandaen , viz. of fohn Bondaen, 


Peter Boudaen , Walter Bondaen, Henry Boudaen , Conſtance and Katharine 
A 2 Boudaen, 
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Foudaen , that call themſelves the Heires of Sr. Pieter Conrten and John 
Moncy, or inthe hands of Sr, Jacob Cats , Jacob Pergens , or the Eaft-Indi a 
Companie of the Netherlands , as by the 36. Articles annexed to a Peti- 
tion in the Parliament of England , hereafter mencioned more plainely 
appeares. | wh 

It is now neceſſarie to give ſome account of the Adminiſtration of Sr, William 
Courtens Eſtate by his Son and Heire and Sole Execntor , that admimſtred upon his 
Fathers Lands oo goods , from the yeare 1636, unto the yeare 1643, when he be- 
came inſolvent and abſemed himſelf from his Creduors , and alſo left his dyeelimg houſe 
in London , and frequented the Exchange uo more , which was mo# notoriouſty known 
ro all the World, 

Sr. William Conrten inthe yeare before bis death , borrowed the Summe 
of 36000. Pound Sterling of Sr. Paw! Pyndar upon bis own and his Sons 
Obligations, and ſer out ſeverall Ships (in Companie with other men) ro 
the Eaſt-Indies, China, and Japan ; And Sr, Pax! Pyndar being the great!! 
Creditor , heearneſtly called for his money , in the yeare after Sr, zz»; 
Coxrien died , but was perſwaded to waite in expeCation of Returnes from 
the Eaſt-Indies , to get his ſatisfaQtion from thence / if poſſible ) where his 
money was imployed. 

Divers other Creditors for ſeyerall great Sums of Money , daily Solici- 
red William Conrten , the Son and Heire for payment of their debts, or to 
have other ſecurity for their Moneys , which forced Mr. Comrten to fell the 
Lordſhips of Laxton and Kneeſall in the County of Nottingham unto Mr, Pey- 
point , to ſatisfie ſome perſons that were yery importunate for their Monies, 
Soone after the ſaid William Courten was neceſſitated to morgage all his 
other Lands and Lordſhips unto Mr. Daniel! Harvy , Mr. Jehn Ruſhont, and 
Mr. Thomas Coppin, which went but a litle way towards ſatisfa&ion of the 
great debts and.Intereſt Money growne due thereupon,the rents and profits 
of the Lands being conſumed by the Armies of the King and Parliament. 
After all this was done, the ſaid Wuliam Courten , further to preſerye his 
Fathers reputation , prevailed with Sr, Edward Littleton , his Brother in 
Law , and the Earle of Bridgwater with David Gonbard to become bound 
unto diyers Creditors, that renewed their Bonds,and alſo unto ſeyeral other 

erſons, that lent Monies, towards payment of old debts. 

Thus W:{lam Coxrten the Son and Heire of Sr, William Courten continued 
in paying ſome Creditors with borrowing of others, untill the yeare 1642. 
then he granted and aſſigned all his Ships, and Stock in the Eaſt-Indies, and 
the reverſions of his Morgaged Lands in England , by ſeverall Deeds and 
Conyeyances unto Sr, Ediyard Littleton , dated the 26, of April 1642, to 


{aye 
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ſave him harmleſs and indempnified ſrom the ſaid debts , whercin he ſtood 
obliged. 

tlie Coxrten and Sr, Edward Littleton then for further ſecurity unto 
Sr. Paul Pyndar , for the remainder of his debr , which was at that time the 
Summe of 24820. Pound Sterling , did by their Deed and Aſſignment 
bearing date the 19. of September 1642. grant and afligne ſeverall Sums 
of Monry upon the faid Ships and their Fraights , in the Eaft-Indies , for 
ſatisfa&tion of the ſaid debt and damages, to Sr. Pagi Pynaar, his Execu- 
rors or Adminiſtrators, as by the ſaid (everall Deeds inrolled in Chancery, 
and the Admiralty of England appeares. 

In the yeare 1646. the Lady Katharine Conrten the Sons Wife , by whom 
ſhe had two children , a Son and a Daughter, named Wilamand Kathartne, 
both yer living, having conveyed away the Books of Accounts of the 
Trade in Partnerſhip , that were kept in England, ſhe cauſed Authentick 
Coppies to be made thereof , and ſent the Originall Books unto Peter Bow- 
dzen of Midaelburgh , to the end and purpoſe , that the Accounts might be 
{tated and ſerled , that ſome portion of Monies might be preſerved if- pol. 
{1ble for her Children ( after the Companies debts were paid ) out of the 
reach of the Commiſſioners, that executed the Statutes made againſt Banck- 
—_ , as by the Attcſtations of John Moone , James Boeve , and leyerall 
others appeares.

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After the Creditors had proſecuted the ſaid Commiſion for ſeyerall 
moneths together , they procured the Commiſſioners to make an Aſſgn- 
ment , and repartition of William (onrtens Eſtate , that was diſcoyered, and 
to divide the ſame amongſt the Creditors , conformable to the Statutes 
made againſt Banckrupts. And notwithſtanding all poſſible inquiries, and 
examinations were made at the great coſts, and charges of the Creditors; 
yet there could not be found, any more Eſtare, in England , then 13,8 
in the Pound, which was divided towards the principall debt of 112300 £ 
that ſtill remained due , unto the Creditors of Sr. William (ourten and bis 
Sonne , (beſides the debt of Sr. Pax! Pynday ) althongh Sr. Edward Littleton, 
the Earle of Bridgwater , and David Gonbard became bound , as aforeſaid. 
Whoalſo abſented themſelyes, and died without giving fatisfaftion, as 
hereafter is mencioned. ; 

Theſe .canſations made all men ſtand amazed , in regard they could nor 
diſcover any lofles , that Sr. William Comrten bad ſuſtained in bis life time; 
and they were the more aſtoniſhed, in reſpe& that thoſe yery indiyiduall 
ſummes of Money , for which they ſought relief upon the Obligations of

Laſts, 
of the Ships Lading , back againe for Goa , amounted unts much more Money, 


then what Pergens , and Gonbard , had by their pretended agreement , gotten of the 
Company #y0n Canton, 


SOLOMON ſays, that opreſſion makes the wiſe man mad, Sr, Pau! 
Pyndar , that had " #6 King fames , and the Turkey Company in the 
qualliry of an Embaſſador , for the ſpace of Eleaven yeares, and had ad- 
vanced the greatſt part of bis Eſtate unto Sr. Wull:am {ourten , as aforeſaid, 
and the reſt of all his Meanes unto the late King (harles , towards the ordi- 
nary charge of the Crowne.

Banckrupts , before he had granted the ſaid Lands, or any right or intereſt 
therein , unto Sr. Edvard Litleton , and therefore, that the right and equity 
of Redemption belonged to them, 


In the yeare 1654. George Carew, to ayoyde all diſputes and controyer- 
fies, contracted with the ſaid Commiſhoners, to give them 2000, Pound 
Serling , for their prerended Title and Intereſt, which they claimed, on the 
bebalfe of the Generall Creditors, that ſought relief by the ſaid Com- 
miſſion , whoſe debts amounted unto 128000. pound Sterling, which was 

ranted and conveyed by the conſent of the major part of them , unto the 
ſaid George Carew accordingly, but withall they ingaged the ſaid George 
{arew , in Articles and Coyenants, that he ſhuuld at his owne proper =6 
and charges, bring the Heires, and Executors of Sr, Peter (ourten, and folm 
Moncy , (Partners with Sr. Wuliam (earten ,) to account tor the Stock that 
was inthe Trade of Partnersſhip, that helonged to Sr, William Conrien, and 
to recover the ſame, which ſhould be diyided, in equal] ſhares and propor- 
tions, between the Generall Creditors, and thole particular Creditors 
03:1 that 
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that Mr, Carew was intruſted for , by Sr. Edvard Littleton as aforeſaid, 

In the ſame yeare 1654. Mr. Carew contraſted with the Lord Covenrry, 
and others for the Purchaſe of the ſaid Lands , and to procure, a Fine from 
William Cowrten, the Son and Heyre that was in /taly, for which 4000. £ was 
to be given out of the Purchaſe Money; but before the Commiſſion was re- 
rurned out of 7taly, and the Fine executed, William Conrten died in Florence, 
in theyeare 1655+ Then all things by agreement reſted in Stars quo , untill 
William Conrten, the Grand-child came to age , who afterwards, joyned in 
Fines to the Lord Coventry, to Mr, Carew, and others, which payd (ourten 
conſiderable Summes of Money , to end all debates, although he had no 
right thereunto, 


Soone after, ſeyerall of his Fathers , and Grandfathers Creditors (come- 
ing to the knowledge thereof ) brought AQions againſt him, as Heire at 
Law, and arreſted him ; others exhibited Bills in Chancery againſt him, 
unto all which he pleaded, that he was neither Heire , Executor , or Ad- 
miniſtrator , or ! prom any thing from their Eſtates ; What was paid ro 
him, was ex dono & gratia , and not ex ure, Yet toayoyd all further Cayills, 
he abſented himſelf, out of England, and is reſolved to liveupon that mo- 
ney, ina ſtrange Land, and not todemand any thing, Adainone Hereautatis, 
as Heire to his Father , or Grandfather,

Mr. Carew, addreſſed himſelfe againe in the yeare x656. unto Sr. Edward 
Littleton , with a report of all his Proceedings, who then deliyered 
Mr. Carew, the Originall Bill of Sale (dated 26". of Aprill 1642. ) of 
the Ships, Goods, and Fraights, transferred unto him by Mr. Comrten , as 
aforeſaid. - And aſſigned, all his Right, and Equity, therein unto the ſaid 
George Carew, for further ſatisfaRtion of the Perſons aforeſaid , after the 
ſeyerall Aſhignations, ſhould be diſcharged unto Sr, Paw! Pynaar, according 
tothe Deed, dated the 19, of December 1642. before mencioned. 


After theſe TranſaQions , all things continnued without further proſe- 
cution, in regard of the ſeyerall Changes of Goyernment , untill the 
Kings moſt happy Reſtauration, Then the Creditors renewed the Com- 
miſſion ( againſt the Eſtate of Wilkam Comrien ) under the great Seale of 
England ; Whereupon Mr. Carew, and the Commiſſioners had ſeyerall meer- 
ings, and Conſultations together , who tooke new meaſures from all the 
former inquiries, and examinations , made after the Eſtate of Mr. Comrtey, 


Then drvers debates did ariſe concerning ſuch a vaſi Corporation of Creditors , who 
vaiued their Dehts . Intereſts, and Damages (of ſevrrall natures) to amount unto 
400000. Pound, and upwards , many of them bemg Executors , that could not abate 
any thing of their Princopall and Intereſt. 

And ſome Perſons having lent ther Monies upon the Credit of Sr, Will, Courten, 
and Company (long before the death of Sr, Peter Courten,and John Moncy ) inſiſted 
to have ſatisfaction out of the E ſtates of the Company. Others that had the { vlaterall 


ſecmrity of the Earle of Bridgwater, and Dayid Goubard , wowld not contribute to 


the Commiſion againſt Courten , but expected ſatisfaction, from the Earle of Bridg- 
water , which proved otherwiſe : for that npon thetr addreſſes unto him, for their Mo- 
ney , he excuſed himſelfe , that it was none of his Debt. That he was decerved im the 
Eſtate of Mr. Courten , and expreſſed himſelfe in theſe very words , at his houſe in 
Barbican. That he wonld not fry in Hell for his owne Debts , wherefore he had taken 
care , and ſetled ſome Lands for the payment of them ; but as for 21r. Courtens ws

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be wonld not concerne himſelfe therewith : Tet his Son , the Earle of Bridgwater, 
that now is , hath bad much tronble, concerning the ſame. 

Now the King of Great Þrittazgne being Crowned at Weſtminſter, all his 
Subje&s made no doubt of procuring ſatisfaQion for civil Attions at Law, 
apainfl the Inhabitants of Holland and Zeeland, upon private differences; 
as alſo for Damages , that they had ſuffered by i 40g" Depredations, 
Whereupon they made their applications, expe&ing reſpeQiye Protec- 
tions , and reliefe , from his Majeſty accordingly.

Many Debates till ariſing between the Creditors , concerning the dift- 
ferent natures of their Debts. It was agreed, that Adminiſtration , of 
Sr. William (oxrtens Eſtate not Adminiſtred , ſhould bee taken out by 
Mr. Carew, to proſecute thoſe Perſons that injoyed the EffeRs thereof, be- 
yond the Seas : Whereupon Wiliam Courten the Grandchild was cited to 
appeare, who refuſed.

Then Mr. John Madden of Weſtminſter, addreſſed himſelfe, ro Mr. (arew, 
to be ſatisfied a Debt of 1000.

- Bringhurſt , (Mr. Maddens Father in Law) in the yeare x625. which yery 
much ſurpriſed Mr. Carew, in regard he had ſome Land lyable thereunto : 

Wherefore he agreed with the ſaid Madden, to have the Debt aſſigned unto 
him , that others might pay their proportions , who had any of Comrtens 
Lands, Whereupon &chard Dowdeſwell an Atturny , and Steward to the

ſtion Mr, (arew, —— ſaid Judgment, andalfo to joyne with 
Wuliam (onrten the Grandchild , to queſtion Mr. (revs adminiſtration of 
Sr. William (owrtens Eftate, And in order thereunto brought an Informa- 
tion againſt Mr. (arew, in the Crown Office , pretending that he fyled the 
Declaration , and Bayle Irregularly , that was to warrant the faid Jadg- 
ment: which upon a full hearing, in Court, and the verdi& of rwelye 
able ſufficient men, Mr, Carew was acquitted , and found not guilty. 


Soone after Mr. Carew brought his Attions againſt the ſaid Dowderwel, 
for Conſpiracy and Slander, who inſiſted upon his Priyiledge, as a Member 
in Parliament, to ayoyde any appearance ; whereupon Mr. Carew poſted 
him (upon the Pillory , in Worceſter , and ſeyerall other Market-towns , in 
the ſaid County , where he lived ) for a falſe Accuſer , a Tper , and a 
moſt malicious perſon , that ducſt not appeare, to juſtifie bimſelfe , or 
his Ations. And Wiliam Conrten the Grandchild , upon Mr, Carews Ap- 
peale tothe King , inthe Cafe of his Adminiſtration, (whereupon a Com- 
miſſion under the Great Seale of England was awarded , to Deligates) The 
ſaid Comrten perſonally appeared, before the Judge of the Prerogative 
Court , and-there openly agreed , and conſented unto Mr. Carews Admi- 
niſtration , and was alſo preſent in Court , to ſee the ſame ratified, and Ju- 
dicially confirmed accordingly : All which proceedings , remaines upon 
Record , and were yery well known, both to the Boxdaens, and Rextoor, 
who notwithſtanding were ſo audacious , moſt falſely , maliciouſly , and 
impertinently , to alledge rhe contrary , in open Court, before the Magi- 
ſtrates of AMiddelbwurgh , on the 20" of February 1675. where exemplifi» : - 
cations of the ſaid Records , wereextant, to manifeſt the ſame. 


Sr. William Powell Baronet, baying adminiſtration of Sr. Pau! Pyndars 
Eſtate , as a Principall Creditor , he applyed himſelf to Mr. Carew, inthe
